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1 . In March 1952 approximately 3^700 ROK prisoners of war were at SSigho^-ri 

(125 - 55 > 36*59) (70*5719) at the site of a former cement factory. Eighty 
percent of the prisoners had been captured on the east coast. Thirty percent 
of the prisoners were noncommissioned or commissioned off icers . camp, 

encircled with barbed wire^ was about 1,500 meters in diameter, TLie camp's 
program stressed political indoctrination of the prisoners more than forced 
labor. The prisoners received lO hop to ik hop daily of i*ics, cereals, vege- 
tables, or soup. Some of the. prisoners had volunteered to join the Sc=rth 
Korean army. Agents from the Ministry of Social Security contacted the 
prisoners once each week to determine which of the prisoners laigtit be used as 
agents. The indoctrination included an explanation of Marxist and. Leninist 
theory and of the twenty policies of KIM Il-song, a study of the armistice 
tahks and of the history of social development, and propaganda concerning the 
ROK government . One battalion from the Ministry of Internal Affairs waa 
guarding the camp. 

2 . In March ROK prisoners captured in mid- January 1951 Kangp 'o-ri ( 1 £ 5 * 5 T. 39-27) 

('iD-5W0) vere being held in sixty well-camouflaged shelters at the foot of a 
hill behind the Kaech'on (l 25 * 5 ^o 39 -^ 2 ) (YD* 1 |- 998 ) Middle School.* Each prlBoner 
received about three hop of cereal and salted water daily 5 all prisoners were 
undernourished, and. some died of malnutrition. Eight hours of hard iiabor and 

two liours of study were required of the prisoners . One company of men were 
guard.ing the camp . 

3. In March four thousand ROK prisoners were in 90 shelters at Piraag-dong 
(125*51^ 38-36) (X 0 -ii- 880 ^. Prisoners received sli^itly more food, than the 
prisoners held at Kaech'on, The prisoners were cutting wood and repairing roads. 


In March approximately 4,300 ROK prlxoners, chiefly noncommiBBlo.ried and caamii- ^ 

asioned officers, were at a camp in the Suan gold mine (126-23, 36-^7) (lT-7396) 
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
